when wo received orders npt to 
leave the vfcinhy of the IWurA iM nT 
at Fort Crockett. A« to our des­ 
tination, no one could «ay, but it 
was an evident fact that we were 
not going west, because wo loaded 
the baggage car which wa« labeled 
A .E. F. and that told the story. 
We Ktsrted on our journey about 
4 p. m. We hiked with everything 
we possessed to 53rd street where 
five passenger and one baggage 
cnr was waiting for us. The first 
night w’c had to sleep in day coach­ 
es. I eauge a cold that night and 
I ’m still holding it. 
From that 
night on to Camp Merritt we had 
everfything carried on in military 
manner. The commanding officer 
came through the car every morn* 
ing at 9 o’clock and if things werel 
not looking clean someone caught 
it. 
We landed at Camp .Merritt^ 
about 9 a. m. and remained there 
four or five days. The only thing 
we dul at Camp Merritt was to 
stand physical examination 
and 
h»‘ing ctjuipped with clothing. We 
were al! somewhat disappointed in 
not getting to see the city while wc 
were th«*re, but we will have a fair 
shot at it on our way back. The 
Spanish 
influenza 
was 
raging 
there at that time and our regi­ 
ment had several cases, so we wore 
iiuorantiiied aud couldn’t even 
leave the barracks. 
At II one night we W 'c re called 
out and told to put on our packs 
and liiK'd up. They called the roll. 
Every man was present. 
In the 
still (»f night w’c quietly marched 
out of ('amp Merritt to a 
little 
place on the Hudson where a ferry 
was waiting to lake us 
to 
the ; 
tiansport. By the time we got on ! 
tin* transport it was sunup and we 
got our first sight of the eity of 
New York. The ship was an im- 
mens(‘ thing. 
It was the U. S. S. 
Sitioney, whieh carried about five 
tliousand soldiers besides the crew’. 
It stayed in the harbor about thir­ 
ty-six hours. At eleven one night 
this .‘«hip began to signal to some 
place with its flash lights, then 
she slowly moved out. 1 ran down 
to my bunk and got my overcoat 
for it was rather chilly. 
Then I 
stationed myself on the deck where 
1 got a plain view’ of the city and 
the Statute of Liberty. The Ughts 
w’crc shining on her so that every 
part could be seen plainly. 
But 
just as we got even with the stat­ 
ute the lights went out, as they al­ 
ways do at eleven, .h o the men on 
the other transport didn’t get to 
see it, for 1 think they all came 
out after the lights were turned 
out.
